It is” 
not a quarrel between supporters 
of Mr. Gorden and Mr. Sharp. To 
oppose itis not an exercise in anti- 
Americanism. The issue is essential- 
ly one of continentalism versus 
internationalism—and on this basis 
there can be only one answer if 
Canada is to retain its full identity 
and attain its true stature as a 
nation of the world. 


* * * 


By calling the concept a North 
American .free-trade area—includ- 
ing thereby the Caribbean islands— 
the proponents of the plan have not 
disguised its real nature: which es- 
sentially is nothing other than a 
bilateral free trade agreement 
with the United States. Such an 
agreement is subject to all the 
hazards and objections of any 
ostensibly fair-share agreement in 
which one partner is ten times the 
size of the other. 

The argument for such an ar- 
rangement lies principally in the 
proposition that it would raise our 
standard of living—as though the 


only applicable measure of the 
worth of an individual or a nation. 
We are so far-above the subsistence 
level as ‘a nation that the criterion 
of material benefit to be derived 


~ from inextricably close commercial 


association with the United States 
is not now the first consideration. 
Before it must come our plans and 
aspirations as a sovereign country. —
